I was seeking the 
Hon. C. B. Rolls to discuss the English 
aeronautical movement, and I caught 
him Just as he was about to take a 
couple of friends from the Chelsea 
gas works for an evening spin in tbe 
balloon Venus, then rolling about in 
obedience to the strong air currents 
which came shooting through the rail­ 
way arches and around the vast gas 
holders. 
“If you want to talk,” said Mr. Rolls, 
“you hud better come along. We shall 
have plenty of time In the air.” 
I got into tbe basket, and the next 
minute the world seemed falling away 
from beneath us. The wind was blow­ 
ing toward the northwest at about 
fifteen miles an hour, but just as we 
left the ground a counterpuff struck 
us and sent us spinning toward a huge 
reservoir on the right. 
It looked as 
though we should strike and perhaps 
rip the gas bag open, but the puff was 
only temporary, and Just at the mo­ 
ment when the netting was on the 
point of catching In tbe iron stems it 
died away and we shot clear above 
London to a height of 2 ,0 0 0 feet and 
commenced to travel toward the worm­ 
wood scrubs and the open country be­ 
yond. 
London viewed from a balloon Is 
well worth seeing. Practically the en­ 
tire metropolis lay stetcbed beneath m, 
and we could study the various buUd- 
Ings, parks and tboroughfaree easily,] 
as on a map. At 2,000 feet the hotusea 
looked like dog kennels and the palaces 
like hots. Tlie cemetery, with Its count- 
lees tombstones, appeared like a huge 
doable six in a domino set. Hyde paik 
looked like a cricket field and the Ser­ 
pentine a drinking pond. 
We continued to rise until a height of 
4 ,0 0 0 feet was registered. 
We were 
now traveling over open country, and, 
with the exception of a slight haze to 
the north, we had an extensive range 
of vision. 
“Can you imagine anything finer than 
this?” asked Mr. Rolls enthusiastically, 
as he threw out a shovelful of ballast. 
"Are you surprised that the sport Is 
growing every day and that everybody^ 
is simply wild to go on a trip? During 
the last few months I have spent far 
more time up in the clouds, so to speak, 
than anywhere else. Each trip I make 
pleases me more than the last, and, as 
most of my excursions are imdertaken 
with the object of converting preju­ 
diced and nervous people— 
Hallo! 
What’s that?” 
While descanting on the pleasant 
theme Mr. Rolls had not been looking 
at the barometer, and wben he did 
glance at it he saw we had fallen 1,(X)0 
feet or so and were still nearing the 
earth. Over w ent a bag of ballast, and 
that barely suthcing, another was scat­ 
tered by degrees. 
“That comes of being interviewed In 
a balloon,” remarked Mr. Rolls. 
“If 
you want to show a decent line of 
flight at the end of tbe run you must 
keep your eye on the barometer. That 
drop will make the sailing chart look 
ugly.” 
But Mr. Rolls was indoced to talk, 
again. 
“What do 1 think of tbe Intematkmalj 
Ballooning cup? Well, I believe it will! 
ultimately assume an importance far 
greater than the automoblie cup of the 
same name. J ust look at the list of en-, 
trtes for the first year. 
Practically, 
every civilized country is represented! 
in the race.

mark definitely the turning point in* 
aeronautical sport The forward move­ 
ment set in, so far as England is con­ 
cerned, a year ago.

New York, Aug. 4.—The sta te 
law 
of New York restricting labor by wo- 
( men and children in a factory to ten 
howra « -day and aix ty hours a w eek 
w as declared by Justice Olm sted, in a 
. derision handed dow n in the court of 
■p e< ial sessions, to be “an unw arrant, 
ed invasion of 
constitutional rights.*5 
T he ruling declared th a t the law w as 
class legislation. 
Justice Olmsted said 
in his decision: 
“To labor and em p loy 
labor are inherent 
and 
inalienable 
rights of onr citizens, and cannot be 
taken aw ay in w hole or in p art unless 
up on the broad ground of p ublic good, 
w hich m ust he ap p arent and cannot 
fc* p redicated up on legislative dictum . 
One l*lea o f « luatilioation. 
" It m ay he stated as a well settled 
• legal p rop osition th a t the right to la­ 
bor and contract for th a t labor is both 
& liberty and a p rop erty right; w hen, 
therefore, the legislature enacts a s ta t­ 
ute such as th a t under consideration 
. It m ust be adm itted th a t it has in- 
; fringed in the enactm ent the rig h ts 
I w hich are very d e a rly accorded by 
, tije constitution to the individual citi­ 
zen. 
T he p eop le, therefore, are called 
up on to justify this invasion, and there 
Is but one p lea In justification—th a t 
the sta tute w as enacted to p rotect the 
com fort, w elfare and safety of the 
w hole p eop le, and the individual m ust 
suffer this curtailm ent of his granted 
rights in the Interest of th e common 
good. 


flig h ts o f C itizens Restricted. 
“ In the case under consideration the 
right of the einj loyed and the right of 
the em p loyer 
are equally 
involved. 
N othing to the contrary ap p earing it 
m ust be assum ed that the wom an w as 
a w illing w orker tor a w illing em ­ 
p loyer, and th at the result w as m utual­ 
ly satisfactory and p rofitable.
